BERLIN, via London, Feb. 18.—The reply of Germany tothe 
warning of the United States that Germany would be held te a 
strict accountability should she destroy American vessels or lives 
of American citizens in the war zone now established around the 
Brtish isles, is couched in the most friendly terms, but firmly. 
maintains the position of Germany as at first announced. The 
answer, which is a long document, has been transmitted in full 
to Washington after being converted into code at:the United 
States Embassy under the direction of Ambassador Gerard. 

The note explains that Germany’s proposed action is rendered neces- 
sary by Great Britain’s policy of attempting to cut off the food supply 
for the German civil population by a method never recognised in interna- 
tional law. England’s course in ordering merchantmen to fiy neutral 
flags and equipping them with artillery with orders to destroy submarines, 
the German reply contends, renders nugatory the right of search. thus 
giving Germany the right to attack English shipping. Germany holds 
that she eannot abandon that right until the stress which England has 
forced upon her is removed. 

Since Germany must compel the nations with which she is at war to 
return to.the recognized principles of international law and restore the 
freedom of the seas she argues that the stand she has taken is necessary. 

The note recommends that the United States Government send war- 
ships to England to convey merchant vessels through the danger sone . 
thus thoroughly identifying them as security against attack with the un- 
derstanding that vessels thus guarded shall carry no war supplies. 

Hope is expressed that the American Government will understand 
the position in which Germany has been placed and appreciate the reasons 
for its course.

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ARMS SALES MADE 
GERMANY BITTER

BERLIN, via London, Feb. 18.—Count 
von Reventlow, the German naval crit- 
ic, comments in today’s issue of the 
Tages Zeitung, on the answer of the Ger- 
man Government to the American note 
on the subject of the marine war zone 
around Great Britain. 

The writer declares that the tone of 
the German note, in spite of the tone of 
the American communicaticn, shows 
that Germany is prepared to go to the 
utmost limits compatible with the situa- 
tion. No fault can be found with the 
declaration in the German answer, 
Count von Reventlow declares, that the 
German Government, like the American 
desires to prevent occurrences which 
could distur® existing friendly relations. 

“Bitterness Against America.” 

“One can read only with pleasure those 
parts of the German answer which refer 
to American supplies to England and 
France,” the writer says. “We add 
to this that these shipments of weapons 
te our enemies have filled public opinion 
in Germany with deep indignation and 
Intterness against the United States. 
Statistics of the amount of these ship- 
ments show that Germans are not now 
-ustified in speaking of friendly rela- 
tions.’’ 

Count von Reventlow then refers to 
the Government assumption that nev- 
trals do not intend to offer opposition 
.9 the forcible suppression of the weapon 
trade with Germany's enemies and he 
says that even if the German Govern- 
ment finds itself disappointed in this 


firm decision through to the end. 

“Submarine commanders,” the writer 
£0es on to say, “have been instructed 
to avold damaging American ‘ships rec- 
ognizable as such, but it must be pointec 
out that American ships will be recog- 
nizable as such only when they are ac- 
companied by American warships. 

“To assume that American flags make 
ships recognizable and assure their safe- 
ty would be a gross misconception of 
the note.” 
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64,000 RUSSIAN PRISONERS | 
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NOW IN GERMANS’ HANDS | SUNKBY 


ON EAST PRUSSIAN FRONT 


By Associated Press. 
BERLIN, via London, Feb. 18.—The 


official repogt on the progress of the 
fighting given out in Berlin today says 
that the Russians taken prisoners by 
the Germans in East Prussia now total 


64,000 men. 
The statement says: 


“Near Tauroggen and in the district 
to the northwest of Grodam the pursu- 


ing German treops are fighting the en- 
emy. A Russian detachment beaten! 
near Kolno was reinforced to the north 
of Lomza by fresh troops. The enemy 
was then again attacked by us. 

“Engagements near Plock and Racionz 
have been decided in favor of the Ger- 
mans. In these encounters we have 
taken up to the present 3000 prisoners. 

‘There is nothing new to report from 
the south of the Vistula River in Po- 
land. 

Much Booty Is Taken. 

“The results .obtained near the East 
Frussian frontier are increasing in our 
favor. So far we have taken 64,000 pris- 
oners, 71 guns, more than 100 machine 
guns, 3 hospital trains, aircraft, 150 cars 
filled with ammunition, searchlights, 
countless cars filled with goods and 
horses. A further increase of booty can 
be expected. 

“On the road to Arras and Lille fight- 
ing continues for a small section of a 
German trench into which the enemy 
entered on Feb. 16. 

“The number of French prisoners 
tnken yesterday to the northeast of 
Rheims has been increased. The French 
losses in this region especially were 
heavy. 

“French attacks have ceased in Cham- 
pagne. To the north of Perthes fighting 
continues, To the east of Perthes the 
French were repulsed, suffering heavy 
losses. The enemy has only in a few 
instances advanced to the German 
trenches. The number of prisoners re- 
ported to have been taken by us yes- 
terday nas been increased to 11 officers 
and @% soldiers. 2

LONDON, Feb. 18.—Turkey has yield-

“This success was achieved yesterday 
afternoon by means of a general at- 
tack on the Russians’ positions,” the 
report says. “We drove the enemy, in 
spite of his stubborn resistance, out of 
his last positions in front of Kolomea, 
thus reaching the town at one opera- 
tion. We prevented the Russians from 
blowing up the bridge over the River 
Pruth. The town, clear of retreating 
Russians, Was occupied by us. We 
captured 2000 prisoners and several ma- 
chine guns and light cannon. 

“In the Carpathian section, as far as 
Vyschoff, the fighting continues with 
great ferocity. Four thousand aéddi- 
tional prisoners have been brought in.” 


Russians Heavily Engaged at Both 
Ends ef Line, 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The fighting in 
East Prussia and Bukowina, where the 
two extreme wings of the Russian army 
are heavily engaged by Austro-German 
forces, is considered the most {mportant 
activity now going on either in the East 
of West. Petrograd dispatches insist 
that the Russians carried out in perfect 
order their retirement in East Prussia. 

An important battle is raging in the 
vicinity of Augustowo, where in the fall 
the Russians succeeded in stopping a 
previous German attempt to invade Rus- 
sia. Now, however, the Muscovites have 
# much more sérious threat to deal with 
for, besides having sent a new army in- 
to Prussia, the Germans are in strong 
force in the district between East Prus- 
sia and the lower Vistula. Their con- 
tinued advance there would jeopardize 
the Russians who are holding the 
trenches to the south of the Vistula ‘and 
who sugceeded in frustrating Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg’s attempts to 
reach Warsaw from fhe west. . 

The German plans are not quite clear 
but it is believed probable they still 
have their eyes on Warsaw and hope 
by taking that’ city to break the Rus- 
sian power and to resume the offensive 
so that they may be free to take more 
cnergetic steps against the allies in the 
west. ' ' 

Anticipating this possibility, the allies 
in the last two days have made a vigéT- 
ous attack against the Germans in 
Flanders and France. 

In Bukowina the Austrians are report- 
ed to have partly surrounded the Rus- 
sians before Czernowitz, but the battle 
still is in progress and reinforcements 
are reachin gthe Russians, whoghave the 
advantage of undamaged railways both 
to this point and to Nadworna, further 
west, which the Austrians have re- 
occupied.

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‘¢The secret order of the British Admiralty, recommending to Brit- 
ish merchant ships tho use of neutral flags, has been communicated by 
Germany to the United States and confirmed by communication with the 
British Foreign Office, which designates this procedure as entirely un- 
objectionable and in accordance with British law. British merchant 
shipping immediately followed this advice, as doubtless is known to the 
American Government from the incident of the Lusitania and Laertes. 

‘*Morevover, the British Government has supplied arms to British 
merchant ships and instructed them forcibly to resist German sub- 
marines, In these circumstances, it would be very difficult for sub- 
marines to recognize neutral merchant ships, for search in most cases

‘‘Great Britain, then was in a position to make the German measures 
illusory if the British merchant fleet persisted in the misuse of neutral 
flags and neutral ships could not otherwise be recognized beyond doubt. 
Germany, however, being in a state of necessity, wherein she was placed 
by ‘violation of law, must render effective her measures in all ciroum- 
stances in. order thereby to compel her adversary to adopt methods of war- 
fare corresponding with international law and so to restore the freedom 
of the seas of which Germany at all times is the defender and for which 
she today is fighting. oe 

‘¢Germany, therefore, rejoices that the United States have made 
representations to Great Britain concerning the illegal use of their flag, 
and expresses the expectation that this procedure will force Great Brit- 
ain to respect the American flag in the future. In this expectation, 
commanders of German submarines have been instructed, as already men- 
tioned in the note of Feb. 4, to refrain from violent action against 
American merchant vessels, so far as these can be recognized. 

‘*In order to prevent, in the surest manuer, the consequences of 
confusion—though, naturally, not so far as mines are concerned—Ger- 
many recommends that the United States make their ships which are

TOKIO, Feb. 18.—It was learned 
here today that Japan recently ex- 
plained the tenor of her demands on 
China to certain friendly powers, in- 
cluding the United States. 

The impression is held in some 
quarters in Tokio that, without in- 
_ tending to disturb the open door pol- 
icy, the integrity of China or the 
spheres of influence of other powers, 
Japan will gradually seek to extend 
her influence in China. She feels, it 
is being argued in Tokio, that her 
eo ay nat geen her to a predomi- 
nating ro n the development of the 
republic. 


Demand for Information on Japan's 
Demands Made in Parliament. 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The anxiety felt 
here concerning the demands Japan 
made on China in the course of the 
negotiations which almost immedi- 
ately followed the occupation by 
Japan of the German concession of 
Kiao Chow, was exemplified in a re- 
quest made in Parliament this after- 
noon for the publication of the text 
of these demands. Answering his 
questioner, Foreign Secretary Grey 
paid: — 

“I usm not at present in a position 
to communicate to the House infor- 
mation on this subject, which has 
bean given me confidentially by the 
Japanese Government.” 


Japan’s Demands Held Not to Apply 
to China as a Whole. 
By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Press dis- 
patches from Pekin and Tokio concern- 
ing the Japanese demands on China 
have attracted much interest here, but 
officials of the United States Govern- 
ment and diplomats at the Japanese 
nnd other embassies would not discuss 
them in any way. 

The United States Government has

Officials and diplomats have followed 
throughout a policy of rigid secrecy. 
The understanding from the best in- 
formed sources is that the Japanese de- 
mands as révealed to the Powers relaiv 
to certain localities and do not concern 
China as a whole, affecting only sec- 
tion of Shantung, Southern Manchuria 
and Inner Mongolia. 

No Formal Inquiries From U. §. 

The recent statement given to the 
press by the Tokio Foreign Office also 
had been communicated to the Powers. 
Briefly it assured them that nothing in 
the Japanése demands interfered with 
the territoria! integrity of China or the 
principle of equal opportunity in the 
Far East. This tended to clarify t»- 
situation, which had been somewh. 
confused for foreign Governments, by 
various rumors and reports of an ex 
tensive plan for commercial expansion 
by Japan in China. 

It wae said also that nothing thus far 
had developed which had occasioned 
any formal inquiries from the United 
States to Japan on the subject or had 
raised any apprehension that the ‘‘open- 
door” policy would be = adversely 
affected. 

Railway concessions, mining privileges 
and other rights previously enjoyed by 
Germany in the province of Shantung 
and an extension of the terms of leases 
alreauy held by Japan in Southern Man- 
churia and inner Mongolia, and new 
railway concessions in these regions are 
included in the Japanese demands. Pro- 
visions that in Southern Manchuria and 
inner Mongolia the employment by China 
of any foreign political, military or 
financial advisers should not be consum- 
mated without the consent of Japan are 
alse made. 

Also Japan desires that if China plans 
the floating ef emy loans with any third 
Power based on revenues or properti.s 
fe Southern Manchuria and inner: Mon- 
golia, Japan should first be consulted.

Judge, Doubting Precedent Cited 
by Their Attorney, Orders 
Him to Sit Down 


MOB SPIRIT SINCE VISIT 


Industrial School Superintendent 
Tells of Effects of Dieck- 
man’s Night Trip. 


George E. Dieckman, secretary of the 
Humane Society, and E. B. Holley and 
C. E. Kinney, investigators of the so- 
citty, were fined $50 each by Police 
Judge Hogan today on the charge 
of trespassing at the Industrial School 
on the night of Feb. 10, when they went 
there to make an investigation. 

Before the fines were assessed Rozier 
G. Meigs, attorney for the defendants, 
moved that the cases be dismissed. H» 
cited a Missouri Supreme Court deci- 
sion handed down ten years ago in 
which it was ruled that Austin E. Bab- 
cock, accused of trespassing on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, was acquitted of a 
charge of trespassing. According to this 
decision Babcock was found not to be a 
trespasser because he was not a vagrant 
and could give a good account of him- 
self. 

When Judge Hogan said he did not 
believe the decision applied to the 
present case, Meigs became excited and 
Judge Hogan commanded him to sit 
down. 4 

“Go ahead and fine my clients, then,” 
said Meigs. “We'll take an appeal.” 

Supt. John W. Major was the prin- 
cipal witness against them. He told 
substantially the same story about what 
occurred: as has been published. He 
said he was summoned from the engine 
room and found the men in the office 
Ye objected to them guving through at 
that hour, but Dieckman said they were 
zoing through anyway, and they did go 
through the dormitories on the second 
and third fluors. Boys gathered around 
the men and cheered them and stamped 
their feet and Dieckman and the others 
mnade speeches to them, he testified. 

The effec on the boys had been bad, 
he said. Since the visit of Dieckman and 
the others, there had been a mob spirit 
and it had been difficult to maintain 
discipline. He declared only one of the 
boys showed marks of whipping and 
these were slight. 


Uad Paddle, but No Club, ; 
On cross-examination he was asked if 


he did not keep a club in a closet for 
use on the boys, and if he had not re- 
fused to let Dieckman see it. He said 
it was not a club but only a paddle, and 
he did not let Dieckman see it because 
the visit was at an unseasonable hour. 

George H. Williams, president of the 
Board of Children’s Guardians, which 
has oversight of the Industrial School, 
testified that no complaint had been 
mad@to the board about Major and that 
he 2 ae the visit of Dieckman and 
his aSsistants as an unpardonable anj 
unwarranted intrusion which was calcu- 
lated to create a bad spirit among the 
boys. He did not think it was a hu- 
mane act. 

Dieckman, on taking the stand, pro- 
tested against the conduct of City Attor- 
Iney Garesche in the case. Garesche, he 
said, had refused him a trial by jury 
and on the first calling of the vase sev- 
eral days ago had put one witness on 
the stand so that Dieckman could not 
later take a change of venue. Judge 
Hogan directed the case to proceed.

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TRESPASS CHARGE: 


MAJOR MEN LOSE 


IN FIGHT OVER 
ELECTION BILL 


House Committee Report Un- 
favorable After Reed Support- 
ers Denounce Measure. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 18.— 
The final hearing before the House 
Elections Committee last night on the 
bill advocated by Gov. Major to revise 
the election laws of St. Louis and Kan- 
Sas City, resolved into a bitter fight be- 
tween the administration forces and 
friends of United States Senator James 
A. Reed. 

The committee reported the bill un- 
favorably by a vote of 6to 3. J. G. L. 
Harvey, law partner of Senator Reed, 
charged that the bill, which was drawn 
by Gov. Major’s election commissioners 
in the two citie#, “Is the most vicious 
piece of legislation ever sought to be 
perpetrated on an enlightened people.’’ 

Time after time members of the oD- 
posing factions pointed . accusing fin- 
gers at each other and shouted in im- 
passioned tones until Chairman Simp- 
son called them vigorously to order. 

Reed Friends Oppose Bill. 

A large delegation of Democratic poli- 
ticlans, who are friends and supporters 
of Senator Reed, came from Kansas 
City today to oppose the bill, and all of 
them made speeches against it. 

Harvey took up the Dill, section by 
section, and explained why he opposed 
each provision. 

“This bill is so vicious,”’ said Harvey, 
“that you might as well appoint an elec- 
tion board and give them power to ‘fix 
all laws and rules for elections, as to 
pass it. It gives them more power than 
is exercised by the bureaucracy of Rus- 
sia.”’ 

Harvey began by pointing out that 
the bill provides the Election Commis- 
sioners may select men from any pre- 
cinct in a ward to act as election offi- 
cials in any other precinct of that ward. 

‘ Colonize Election Officials. 

“It has been charged the politicians 
in the large cities colonize voters,” he 
said, ‘‘but this bill gives the commission- 
ers, appointed by the Governor, power 
to colonize their election officials, which 
is far worse.”’ 

“This bill gives to a few men the pow- 
er to go behind the returns and decide 
questions of fact arbitrarily. Men who 
never looked at the ballots, and who 
have no right to look at them, can sit 
in arbitrary judgment and declare an 
election has gone to suit their own sweet 
wills. Under this law you could not 
even prosecute a Board of Election 
Commissioners for stealing a whole city 
election.

rs On Nov. 3 the British Admiralty an- 
,fmounced that “Germany having scat- 
/* tered mines indiscriminately in the open 
sea on the main trade routes from 
_ America to Liverpool, via the north of 


The Admiralty, having regard for 
“the maintenance within the limits 

. of international law of trade between 
neutral countries, feels it necessary 
“"to adopt exceptional measures ap- 
propriate to the novel conditions un- 
der which this war is being waged. 
They, therefore, give notice that the 
whole of the North Sea must be con- 
sidered a military area. All mer- 
chant and fighting vessels of every 
description are hereby warned of the 


+ dangers they encounter by entering 


with admiralty directions. Every ef- _ 
fort will be made to convey this 
warning to neutral countries. Ships 
of all countri¢s wishing te 
trade to and from Norway, 
the Baltic, Denmark and _  Hol- 
land are advised to come, if inward 
bound, by the English channel 
and the Straits of Dover There they 
will be given sailing directions which 
will pass them safely so far as Great 

Britain is concerned. But any 

‘vessel straying even for a few 

miles from the course thus indicated 

may be followed by fatal conse- 
quences.”’ 

The Secretary of the Admiralty added 
that the mines ‘‘cannot have been laid 
by any German ship of war. They have 
been laid by some merchant vessel car- 
rying a neutral flag.”’ 

Speaking to the House of Commons 
Nov. 17, Premier Asquith said, “A mine 
field has been laid across the North 
Sea in such a way as to guard the ap- 
proaches to the English Channel. Due 
public warning was given, in accord- 
ance with The Hague conventions.” 

Here are the pertinent provisions of 
The Hague convention on the laying 
of submarine mines: 

It is forbidden: ‘1. To lay unan- 
chored automatic contact mines (any- 
where) except when they are so con- 
structed as to become harmless one 
hour at most after the person who 
laid them ceases to control them. 

‘2. To lay automatic contact mines 
which do not become harmless as 
soon as they have broken from their 
moorings. 

‘4. To lay automatic contact mines 
off the coast of the enemy with the 
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sole object of intercepting, commer- 

cial ships. a“ 

' When automatic contact mines are 

employed, every possible precaution 
must be taken for the security of 
neutral shipping. The belligerents 
undertake to give notice of the dan- 
ger zones as soon as military exigen- 
cles permit by notice communicated 
to the Governments through the dip- 
lomatic channels.”’ 

The Hague convention contemplated 
the least possible interference with neu- 
tral shipping on the high seas and that 
submarine mines should be laid only for 
coast defense and for blockade pur- 
poses or as a part of a general plan to 
menace an enemy’s coast. 

Germany quickled replied to the 
English accusation that she was sowing 
mines on the high seas from merchant 
ships flying neutral flags. In an offi- 
cial statement issued Nov. 17, she de- 
clared that, while The Hague conven. 
tion, governing submarine mines had 
not been adopted by Germany, she 
nevertheless had been acting in accord 
with it. She admitted laying mines on 
the English coast but said this had been 
done by German warships. All these 
mines were laid at harbor mouths. All 
had been carefully anchored and neutral 
governments had been informed where 
the mines lay. It was suggested that, 
if mines were menacing navigation in 
the free waters of the North Sea, they 
had broken from their anchors else- 
where and that it was just as possible 
that these might be English as German, 

The controversy over the rights of 
neutral shipping with non-contrabanid 
and conditional contraband goods to 
pass freely through the English channel 
and the North Sea was complicated by 
the German Government’s announce- 
ment Jan. 26 that all “stocks, corn, 
wheat and flax” in the Empire would 
be seized by the State an@ held for the 
benefit of all. This was a measure to 
prevent speculation and to insure that 
all persons in the Empire would have 
their respective shares of the food re- 
sources of the nation on equal terms. 
On Jan. 4, Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, in an interview with an Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, said: 

“Germany cannot be gatarved. We 
have enough te last till the next har- 
vest. We can get along.” 

In striking contrast with this utter- 
ance by the Chancellor is the statement 
of Admiral von Behncke of the Ger-

condition about Germany. Many. neutral 
ships are trading with Germany con- 
stantiy and traffic through neutral 
countries by land continues. 

As for a German blockade of En- 
gland, the German fleet is practically 
bottled up in Wilhelmshaven and the 
Kiel Canal. 

As a result of what the United States 
Government believed to be infringe- 
ments of its rights as a neutral by 
Germany and England, notes were dis- 
patched through our Ambassadors sim- 
ultaneously Feb. 12 to King George’s 
and Kaiser Wilhelm’s governments and 
each was informed of the contents of 
the note to the other. 

In the note to Germany, this Govern- 
ment warned the imperial Government 
that it would be held to atrict accounta- 
bility if any ship of the United States 
should be sunk or the lives of any of 
its citizens should be sacrificed as a 
result of this effort to drive British 
commerce from the seas. 

In the note to England the attention

on Feb. 4 that cargoes of foodstuffs 
shipped from America for use by the 
German Civilian population would be 
exempt from state seizure anad that the 
German Government would give its sol- 
emn promise that such cargoes would 
be sold only to civilians and that none 
of them would be used 7 German 
troops. 

This statement was promptly trans- 
mitted to London, but England did not 
alter her position, as was indicated Feb. 
9 by the detention in the port of Fal- 
mouth of the steamship Wilhelmina, 
carrying a cargo of food supplies from 
the Green Commission Co. of St. Louis, 
consigned to an American agent in Ber- 
lin, ‘“‘charged with the responsibility of 
selling it only to noncombatants.” 

On Feb. 4 in retaliation for En- 
gland’s plan to close German ports to 
foodstuff shipments from neutral Pow- 
ers, Germany issued this sweeping or- 
der: 

“The waters around Great Britain 
and Ireland, including the whole of 
the English Channel, are declared a 
war zone from and after Feb. 18, 1915. 

“Every enemy ship found in this 
war zone will be destroyed, even if 
it is impossible to avert dangers 
which threaten the crew and pas- 
sengers. 

“Also, neutral ships in the war 
zone are in danger, as in consequence 
of the misuse of neutral flags or- 
dered by the British Government on 
Jan. 31, and in view of the hazards 
of naval warfare, it cannot always 
be avoided that attack meant for 
enemy ships endanger neutral ships. 

“Shipping northward, around the 
Shetland Island, in the eastern basin 
of the North Sea, and in a strip of at 
least 30 nautical miles in breadth 
along the Dutch coast is endangered 
in the same way.”’ 

Germany further declared that, as a 
result of England's arming its merchant 
vessels, it had converted them into ships 
of war, open to destruction without 
ceremony or notice or inspection wher- 
ever found. 

The complaint of the use of neutral 
flags by England to protect its shipping 
in danger zones was well-founded was 
shown when the Lusitania in approach- 
ing Liverpool on its voyage from the 
United States Jan. 31 ran up the Amer- 
ican flag to escape German submarines. 
England justified the use of a neutral 
flag under these conditions and inti- 
mated that it would ccntinue the prac- 
tice to save its ships though, of course, 
it would not resort to such measures 
except in case of necessity. 

Thus both England and Germany have 
declared practical blockades against 
each other which have not even the ap- 
pearance of what international law 
defines as a blockade. The Declaration 
of London thus defines a blockade: 

“In aecordance with the Declaration 
of Paris of 1856, a blockade, in order to 
be binding must be effective—that ts 
to say, it must be maintained by a force 
really able to prevent access to the 
enemy coastiine.”’

GOV. DUNNE, IN 
MESSAGE, URGES 
6 FO0T WATERWAY 


He esscehaibiale to to Illinois As- 
sembly Improvement to Open 
Lakes-Gulf Channel. 


By Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Feb. 


biennial message to the Illinois General 
Assembly, Gov. Edward F. Dunne yes- 
terday reviewed the condition of the va- 
rious departments of the State and, 


among his recommendations, urged the 
Legislature to authorize the construc- 
tion of an eight-foot waterway between 
Joliet and Utica, which would open @ 
channel from the Great Lakes to the 
Gulf of Mexico of the same depth now 
maintained in the Mississippi River. 

In such a waterway the present drain- 
age canal, 20 miles of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal and 45 miles of the Il- 
Minois River would. be utilized. The spe- 
cific recommendation of the Governor 
to the Legislature was the authoriza- 
tion of the issuance of bonds not to ex- 
ceed $3,500,000 to finance the work. 
Enactment of a law under which the 
State would have the right to examine 
into the reasonableness of fire insur- 
ance rates and to fix such rates was 
recommended by the chief executive. 
Amendment of the amending clause 
of the State Constitution, so that sev- 
eral amendments, in place of only one, 
might be adopted at one time, was ad- 
vocated in the message as a speedier 
means of obtaining needed changes than 
to wait for the adoption of a new State 
Constitution. 

Election Recommendations. 
Holding of municipal, township and 
school elections on the same day at two- 
year intervals and of State, county, con- 
gressional and national elections on the 
same day every alternate two years was 
advanced by the Governor as a measure 
of economy. Judicial elections, the Gov- 
ernor said, should be held when no other 
officers were voted for. Limitation of 
the election expenses of candidates was 
advocated. 

The message praised the work of the 
State Public Utilities Commission and 
recommended the establishment of an 
anciligry commission to control the in- 
traurban utilfties of Chicago. 

The establishment of a psychological 
aboratory for the study of criminals and 
the causes of crime was recommended. 
Need of appropriations to complete the 
State Hospital at Alton and the Epilep- 
tic Colony at Dixon was urged and the 
work of the Board of Administration of 
Public Charities was approved. 
Conservation of game and fish abound- 
ing in the State was urged. 

Drastic Food Law Urged, 
Passage of @ drastic law for the pun- 
ishment of violators of State food and 
weight measures was recommended. 
Approval of changes in the organiza- 
tion of the State military and naval] es- 
tablishments, making them conform to 
the Federal requirements, was voiced. 
Highway improvement was urged 
and the construction of 15,000 miles of 
State-aid roads was recommended in 
the message, which aiso advocated 
the further employment of convicts in 
road making. 

An appropriation for the lee 
use of the State Industrial Board was 
asked, and the semi-monthly payment 
of State employes was suggested. 
Consolidation of many of the State 
institutions and departments and the 
abolition of the State Board of Equali- 
zation and the creation of a State tax 
commission in its place were recom- 
mended. 

The consolidation of the various 
park boards of Chicago was urged as 
a needed measure. 

Foot and Mouth Disease. 

The Governor called the attention of 
the Legislature to the making of an 
appropriation. sufficient to cover the 
expense entailed upon the State of IIli- 
nois in the effort to suppress the foot 
and mouth disease, and to reimburse in 
some way the owners of the cattle 
killed.. He said the expense and respon. 
sibility of handling this nation-wide ca- 
lamity ought to fall upon the Federal! 
Government. He believed the Federal 
Government ought to compensate those 
entitled to relief, and that action should 
be taken by the State to relieve its ow; 
citizens, and thereafter the State should 
demand reimbursement from the Fed. 
eral Government. 

Improvement in the condition of jails 
and workhouses and the creation of 
a State housing commission was 
urged. 

Illinois’ share in the Panama-Pa- 
cifie Exposition was detailed and the 
legislators were assured that the 
State and its varied products would 
be well represented at San Francisco. 
The work of the State Roard of 
Health, the Department of Deporta- 
tion, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
and the Board of Pharmacy was ap- 
proved by the Governor.

Slain Man Started Business Anew 
After Release From Prison Year 
Ago on Bigamy Charge.

He went to Americus, Ga., and an- 
nounced that he intended to engage [n 
the banking business there. He started 
one bank here and another in Budge-

cinnati Dinner Set Is Presented 
to Miss Margaret Wilson. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Miss Mary 
Custis Lee, daughter of Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, has presented to Miss Margaret 
Wilson for the White House collection 
of presidential chinaware a plate of 
the George Washington Cincinnati din- 
ner set. It is one of a set presented to 
Gen. and Mrs. Washington by America.) 
Officers of the Society of the Cincin- 
mati, founded at Annapolis in 1783 by 
American and French officers who 
served together in the revolution and 
which had Gen. Washington as its first 
President. 

The plate, considered in many reo- 
Spects the most valuable piece in the 
collection because it has more historical 
associations and is better known than 
any of the Washington relics, is of 


Cantonese ware with deep blue mottled 


border and gold lines, bearing in the 
center the figure of Fame with a trum- 
pet to her lips and holding aloft the 
insignia of the Society of the Cincin- 
nati. 

The relic has been placed in a cabinet 
in the lower corridor of the executive 
mansion with the extensive and valu- 
able collection of presidential ware.

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ENGLAND IN REPLY TELLS 


WHY IT FEELS JUSTIFIED 


IN HALTING NEUTRAL SHIPS 


Answer to Shipping Protest Denies British Acts 
Are Responsible for Hampering of U. S. 
Trade, and Puts Blame on Germany. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Great Brit- 
ain’s second and complete reply to the 
American note of protest which on Dec. 
28 last asked for an early improvement 
in the treatment of American commerce 
by the British fleet, was made public 
tonight by mutual agreement between 
the State Department and the British 
Foreign Office. 

The note addressed to Ambassador 
Page by Sir Edward Grey under date 
of Feb. 10, denies that the depression in 
American industries is due to the activ- 
ity of the British fleet and suggests 
among causes the shortage of shipping 
facilities, the consequent diminution 
of cotten trade and the destruction by 
submarine mines “laid by the enemy 
indiscriminately’’ of many neutral ves- 
sels. .

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sels and their cargoes without verifi- 
cation of their nationality or character 
and without making any provision for 
the safety of noncombatant crews or 
giving them a chance of saving their 
lives has made it necessary for His 
Majesty’s Government to consider what 
measures they should adopt to protect 
their interests. It is impossible for 
one belligerent to depart from rules and 
precedents and for the other to remain 
bound by them.” 

Supplementing the preliminary reply 
of several weeks ago, the new note Is 
about 10,000 words long, and includes 
not only statistical arguments, but a 
further discussion of the legal princi- 
ples involved. Foremost, however, is 
the denial of the British Government 
that the depression tin Amer‘can indus- 
tries referred to in the American note 
was due to the alleged interference of 
the British fleet with American com- 
merce, or “‘the result of any exercise «f 
belligerent rights.’’ 

Has Examined Statistics. 

Since the presentation of the. pre- 
liminary note, Sir Edward states that 
he has had “‘further opportunity of ex- 
amining into the trade siatistics of the 
United States as embodied in the cus- 
toms returns, in order to see whether 
the belligerent action of Great Britain 
has been in any way the cause of the 
trade depression which your excellency 
(Ambassador Page) describes as exist- 
ing in the United States, and also 
whether the seizures of vessels or car- 
goes which have been made by the Brit- 
ish navy have inflicted any loss on 
American owners for which our exist- 
ing machinery provides no means of 
redress.” 

“In setting out the results of my 
investigation,” writes the British secre- 
tary, “I think it well to take the oppor- 
tunity of giving a general review of the 
methods employed by his majesty’s 
Government to intercept contraband 
trade with the enemy, of their consist- 
ency with the admitted right of a bel- 
ligerent to intercept such trade, and 
also of the extent to which they have 
endeavored to meet the representations 
and complaints from time to time ad- 
dressed to them on behalf of the United 
States Government. 

“Towards the close of your note of 
the 28th December, your excellency de- 
scribed the situation produced by the 
action of Great Britain as a pitiful one 
to the commercial interests of the 
United States, and said that many of 
the great industries of the country 
were suffering because their products 
were denied long established markets 
in neutral Etiropean countries contig- 
uous to the nations at war. 

England Denies Responsibility. 

‘It is unfortunately true that in these 
days, when trade and finance are cos- 
mopolitan, any war, particularly a war 
of any magnitude, must result in a 
grievous dislocation of commerce, in- 
cluding that of the nations which take 
no part in the war. Your excellency 
will realize that in this tremendous 
struggle, for the outbreak of which 
Great Britain is in no way responsible, 
it is impossible for the trade of any 
country to escape all injury and loss, 
but for such his majesty’s Government 
are not to blame. 

“I do not understand the paragraph 
which I have quoted from your excel- 
lency’s note as referring to these in 
direct consequence of the state of war, 
but to the more proximate and direct 
effect of our belligerent action in deal- 
ing with neutral ships and cargoes on 
the high seas. Such action has been 
limited to vebsels on their way to 
enemy ports or ports in neutral coun- 
tries adjacent to the theater of war, 
because it is only through such ports 
that the enemy introduces the sup- 
plies which he requires for carrying on 
the war.’’ 

Sir Edward then points out that only 
eight out of 778 ships sailing from the 
United States for neutral Huropean 
countries have been placed in the prize 
courts and that only 45 have been “‘tem- 
porarily detained to enable particular 
consignments of cargo to be discharged 
for the purpose of prize court proceed- 
ings.”’ 

Export Situation Analyzed. 

The note does not go into detail as 
to American ships detained on the high 
seas or taken to British ports for 
search. The next paragraph analyzes 
the statistics of exports from the Unit- 
ed States and makes the observations 
that “it is therefore clear that, if cot- 
ton be .excluded the effect of the war 
has been not to increase but practically 
to arrest the decline of American ex- 
ports which was in progress earlier in 
the year; in fact, any decrease in Amer- 
ican exports which is attributed to the 
war is essentially due to cotton.”’ 

Pointing out that Great Britain has 
never declared cotton contraband or in- 
terfered with its shipment, the note 
then remarks that imports of cotton to 
the United Kingdom fell as heavily as 
those to other countries and the same 
‘‘no doubt was true of France.”’ 

“The general result,” it continues, ‘“‘is 
to show convincingly that the naval 
operations of Great Britain are not the 
cause of any diminution in the volume 
of American exports, and that if the 
commerce of the United States is in the 
unfavorable condition, which your ex- 
cellency describes, the cause ought in 
fairness to be Bought elsewhere than 
in the activities of His Majesty’s naval 
forces.”’ 

Neutral Commerce Undiminished. 

Moreover, the British communication 
contends, even though trade between the 
United States and the allies has dimin- 
ished from normal, the commerce with 
neutral countries as compared with 
previous years, has been maintained 
and the inference ‘may fairly be 
drawn” that a “substantial part of this 
trade was in fact intended for the en- 
emy countries going through neutral 
ports by routes to which it was previ- 
ously unacoustomed.” 

Taking up some of the ‘“inconven- 
iences to which this great war is ex- 
posing the commerce of ail neutral 
countries,”’ the note points out that un- 
doubtedly the “serious shortage in ship- 
ping available for ocean transport and 
the consequential result of excessive 
freights’’ have had much to do with the 
situation, but a denial is entered that 
Great Britain's activity has brought 
about this shortage, for it is added 
that only 10 neutral vessels are await- 
ing adjudication in prize court. Great 
Britain declares that she, too, is suffer- 
ing from the shortage of shipping and 
a rise in freights “as acutely if not 
more than other nations,” and has 
taken ‘“‘every step consistent with be'- 
ligerent interests to increase the ton- 
nage available for the transports of 
sea-borne commerce.” 

The hope is expressed that the United 


States will realize that the detention 
of neutral ships by the. allies has not 
contributed nearly so much to the 
shortage of shipping “as has the de- 
struction of neutral vessels by subma- 
rine mines indiscriminately laid by the 
enemy on the high seas many miles 
from the coast in the track of mer- 
chant vessels.” 


Neutral Ships Sunk by Mines. 


“Up till now,’’. the note continues, 
“25 neutral vessels have been reported 
as destroyed by mines on the high 
seas; quite apart from all questions of 
the breach of treaties and the destruc- 
tion of life, there is far more reason 
for protest on the score of belligerent 
interference with innocent neutral trade 
through the mines Scattered by the ene- 
my than through the British exercise 
of the right of seizing contrabend.” 


Discussing the general proposition 
that a belligerent ig entitled to capture 
contraband goods on their way to the 
enemy, the British note traces the 
Origin of the right of interception and 
Speaks of the new devices encountered, 
from time to time, for dispatching con- 
traband goods to an enemy. Here the 
doctrine of continuous voyage as enun- 
ciated during the Civil War by Secre- 
tary Seward is quoted at length and 
the question of ultimate destination 
argued in legal detail. 


To justify the detention of suspected 
cargoes when passing between neutral 
countries and taking them into ports 
for examination, the cases of American 
Practice during the Spanish-American 
war also are cited, and the note says 
these precedents are inconsistent with 
the statement of the American Govern- 
ment made to the British Ambassador at 
Washington on Nov. 7, which insists 
that search should be made on the high 
seas “‘at the time of the visit’’ and that 


the ‘‘conclusion of the search should 


ship under investigation and not enced 


circumstances ascertained from external] 
sources.”’ 


The Foreign Secretary reiterates that 
the increased size of steamships neces- 
sitates search in calm waters, and in- 
sists that during the Russo-Japanese 
War and also during the second Bal- 
kan War “British vessels Were made 
to deviate from their course and fol- 
low the cruisers to some spot where the 
right of visit and search could be more 
conveniently carried out,’’ ‘and in both 
cases, ‘although questioned at first, 
Great Britain finally acquiesced.” 


To take a ship into port, the ndte 
contends, is not to be looked upon “as 
& new belligerent right, but as an adap. 
tation of thé existing right to the mod- 
ern conditions of commerce,”’ and, like 
all belligerent rights, it must be exer- 
cised ‘“‘with due regard to neutral in- 
terests and it would be unreasonable 
to expect a neutral vessel to make long 
deviations from her course for this pur- 
pose.” lor this reason, it is asserted, 
“neutral merchantmen are encouraged 
to visit some British port on their route 
to avoid the alternative of keeping a 
vessel waiting perhaps for days for bet- 
ter weather conditions on the high 
seas.”’ 


Realizing that in no war that has 
yet been waged have neutral indi- 
viduals “not occasionally suffered 
from unjustified belligerent action,” 
Great Britain suggests that oppor- 
tunities for adequate compensation 
are offered in the British prize courts, 
details of which proceedings are 
given. 

“It is the common experience of 
every war,” continues the note, “that 
neutrals, whose attempts to engage 
in suspicious trading are frustrated 
by a belligerent, are wont to have 
recourse to their government to urge 
that -diplomatic remanstrances should 
have been made or” their behalf and

Contraband Is Discussed. 

Turning to the question of conditional 
contraband and footstuffs the note 
says: 

“No. country —kad maintained more 
stoutly than Great Britain in modern 
times the principles that a belligerent 
should abstain from interference with 
the foodstuffs intended for the civil pop- 
ulation. The circumstances of the pres- 
ent struggle are causing His Majesty's 
Government some anxiety as to whether 
the existing rules with regard to con- 
ditional contraband, framed as thev 
were with the object of protecting s» 
far as possible the supplies which were 
intended for civil population, are ef- 
fective for the purpose, or suitable to 
the conditions present. The princip!e 
which I have indicated above is one 
which His Majesty’s Government has 
constantly had to uphold against the 
opposition of Continental Powers. In 
the absence of some certainty that the 
rule would be respected by both parties 
to this conflict, we feel great doubt, 
whether it should be regarded as an 
established principle of international 
law.”’ 

Sir Edwaro Grey then quotes Prince 
Bismarck's answer to the Kiel Cham- 
ber of Commerce in 1844 in connection 
with the treatment of rice as contra-

“The measure in question,’’ Prince 
Bismarck is quoted as saying, “has for 
its object the shortening of the war by 
increasing the difficulties of the enemy 
and is a justifiable step in war if im- 
partially enforced against all neutral 
ships.” 


Supplies Meant for Army. 


The British note here remarks: 

“His Majesty's Government is dis- 
posed to think that the same view is 
still maintained by the German Govern- 
ment. Another circumstance which is 
now coming to light is that*an elabor- 
ate machinery has been organized by 
the enemy for supply of foodstuffs for 
the use of the German army from over- 
seas. Under these. circumstances it 
would be absurd to give any definite 
pledge that In cases where the supplies 
can be proved to be for the use of the 
enemy forces they should be given com- 
plete immunity by the simple expedient 
of dispatching them to an agent in a 
neutral port. 

‘The reason for drawing a distinction 
between foodstuffs intended for the civil 
population and those for the armed 
forces or enemy Government disappears 
when the distinctfon between the civil 
population and the armed forces itself 
disappears. 

“In any country in which there exists 
such tremendous organization for war 
as now obtains in Germany, there is no 
clear division between those whom the 
Government is responsible for feeding 
and those whom it is not. Experience 
shows that the power to requisition will 
be used to the fullest extent to assure 
that the wants of the military are sup- 
plied, and however much goods may 
be imported for civil use, they will be 
consumed by the military if exigencies 
require it, especially now that the Ger- 
man Government has taken control of 
all foodstuffs in the country.” 


Agreed to Ship Transfers. 


After giving statistics tending to show 
that supplies are rescuing neutral ports 
from the United States to ‘‘an unpre- 
cedented extent,’’ and reciting efforts 
on the part of his Government ‘‘to 
deal as leniently as possible with neu- 
tral interests, Sir Edward points out 
that Great Britain has recognized ‘the 
transfer to a neutral flag of enemy 
ships belonging to companies, which 
were incorporated in the enemy coun- 
try, but all of whose shareholders were 
neutral,’”’” even waiving objections to 
companies ‘incorporated in Germany, 
which were subsidiary to and owned by 
American corporations,’’ the only condi- 
tion being imposed that these vessels 
“should take no further part in trade 
with the enemy country.” 

“T have given these indications,” con- 
cludes Sir Edward, ‘‘of the policy whicn 
we have followed because I can not 
help feeling that if the facts were more 
fully known agyto the efforts which we 
have made to sevoid inflicting any 
p avoidable injuries upon neutral coun- 
tries, many complaints which have been 
received by the administration in Wash- 
ington and which led to the _ protes+ 
which Your Excellency handed to me 
on the 2%th of December, would never 
have been made. 

“My hope is that when the facts. 
which I have set out above, are real- 
ized, and when it is seen that our naval 
operations have not diminished Ameri- 
can trade with neutral countries, and 
that the lines on which we have acted 
are consistent with the fundamental 
principles of international law, it will 
be apparent to the Government and 
people of the United States that His 
Majesty's Government have hitherto en- 
deavored to exercise their belligerent 
rights, with every possible consideration 
for the interests of neutrals.’

WIFE WILL SUE

Missive Sent to Him. 


POLICE WERE CALLED IN 


Wife Says Husband Mistook In- 
tended Joke; Now Plans to 
Get Divorce. 


As the result of the sending of a 
comic valentine, Mrs. George Kings- 
land Fisher of 4545 McPherson avenue 
ls ill in bed today in charge of two 
physicians and a nurse, and her hus- 
band, senior member of the brokerage 
firm of Fisher, Semple & Co., is living at 
the residence of his mother, Mrs. George 
D. Fisher, 4531 Westminster place. Fish 

* has two of his four children with 


. Fisher told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that her trouble with her 
husband has led her to consult with a 
lawyer and that she will seek a divorce 
upon the ground of cruelty. She says 
she has forgiven her husband 10 times, 
but will do so no more. There are sev- 
¢ral bruises upon her body which she 
says resulted from a struggle with her 
husband over the trouble-making valen- 
tine. 

According to the story told by Mrs. 
Fisher, she was out marketing last 
Saturday with her 14-year-old daughter 
when the latter suggested that it would 
be fun to send some comic valentines. 
Mrs. Fisher told her daughter that she 
had spent almost all of her money and 
that it was getting to be a joke how the 
family money all disappeared by the 
end of the week, so she would see if she 
could find something to remind her hus- 
band of the fact. 

Buys Valentine for Husband. 
One valentine was purchased for the 
negro cook, one for a cousin, Miss Fish- 
er bought one for her mother and Mrs. 
Fisher bought one for her husband. She 
had her daughter address the envelope 
in back hand. 

This valentine showed a picture of a 
man with empty pockets and an in- 
scription reading, according to Mrs. 
Fisher’s recollection: ‘‘Nothing coming 
in but bills.” 
Mrs. Fisher says that when her hus- 
band received the valentine at the 
breakfast table Monday morning, he ap- 
peared angry and left the house for a 
time. When he returned, she says he 
took their eldest daughter into a room 
and began to punish her in an effort to 
make her tell who had sent the valen- 
tine. Mrs. Fisher says she asked the 
cook to come with her to the room as 
her husband was talking so roughly 
that she was frightened. She says the 
cook refused to go with her. 
According to Mrs. Fisher, she went 
to the room and seized the valentine, 
telling her husband that it was all a 
joke and that she would not permit 
such a trifle to disturb their home. She 
says she started to tear the valentine 
when har husband jumped at her. Then 
she says she stuffed the valentine into 
her mouth and began to chew it. She 
says her husband threw her to the floor 
and tried to tear the valentine from her 
mouth. 

Police Called In. 

The chiidren, the cousin and the 
cook had all heard the struggle, Mrs. 
Fisher says, and heard her call to 
them to run and get the police. She 
says several neighbors came to the 
porch and that her husband upon 
hearing them, seized the oldest and 
youngest child and carried them out 
of the house. Mrs. Fisher says she 
told neighbors that she wanted the 
police called, but that by the time a 
policeman came she was too ill to 
talk with him.

deed, and well on the way to retrieve last year’s 
war losses. . 

The American people are more mercurial than 
they used to be. Their industrial organization 
is less simple than it was two generations ago. 
More of us are specialists, dependent on employ- 
ment by others, and fewer are self-providing. 

But there’s a limit to the time such a people

THE WEIGHT on THE LOAP. 

It seems to be no trouble for bakers to put 
labels on bread. We find labels of all sizes, 
colors and designs ‘on loaves proclaiming the 
superior quality of this or that baker’s output. 
Sometimes a label or fractional part of a label 
catches in our teeth. Why cannot we have a 
label showing the weight of the loaf? 

To have a fixed price while quantity varies 
with the cost of wheat is almost always to give 
the consumer the worst of it. In many cities the 
quantity is fixed, while the price is permitted to 
vary as wheat goes up or down. It may be, as is 
contended, that that is the better mode of regula- 
tion. If it is, then next to it is the plan of leay- 
ing both weight and price unregulated and re- 
guiring that the weight shall be designated on 
the loaf. 

That would enable the consumer to know ex- 

actly what he was getting. As it is, he cannot 
ee Investigations by the Post-Dispatch show 

t variation in the weight of the loaves. sold 
it the same price by different bakeries and in 
loaves of different brands sold by the same 


bakery. 

AID DAYS FOR EVERYBODY.

V. DUNNE’S FIRE AND WATER MESSAGE. 
n the subject of the proposed extension of the 
Chicago Drainage Canal and of fire insurance reg- 
ulation, Gov. Edward F. Dunne submits conclu- 
sions of general value in his annual message to 
the Illinois Legislature. 

The drainage canal is now 20 feet deep as far 
as Lockport. The people of the State more than 
six years ago approved a $20,000,000 bond issue for 
the further improvement of the Des Plaines and 
Illinois rivers to the southwest. Conflicting coun- 
se] has prevented any action under this authori- 
gation, 

On the one hand it was asked, why spend this 
great sum extending 20-foot navigation, when a 
depth of but, eight feet would be found after the 
Mississippi was reached? On the other hand, it 
was urged that ambitious action by Illinoisans 
would hasten deep-water improfement in the 
Mjssissippi by the general Government 

The immediate construction of an eight-foot 
waterway between Joilet and Utica, to make avail- 
able the Panama Canal’s commercial opportuni- 
ties, is strongly pressed by Gov. Dunne. This is 
known as project No. 1 among several devised by 
competent engineers. Its advantages, as convinc- 
ingly outlined by Mr. Dunne, are that it would 
require not more than $3,500,000 of the $20,000,000 
and would provide a waterway easily deepened if 
niore than eight feet is ever provided In the big 
river. Independent action by Illinois, even to 
this extent, would vitalise the whole movement 
for better navigation facilities in the valley. 

The references to the insurance problem re- 
flect the attitude of Superintendent Potts.

Dunne proposes drastic supervision. He charges

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SHAM PRISON REFORMS. 

The partisan trick in the prison reform bill 
introduced in the State Senate by Senator Haw- 
kins, chairman of the Senate Prison Investigat- 
ing Committee, was completely exposed by the 
Post-Dispatch’s correspondent in Jefferson City. 

Purporting to carry out the investigating com- 
mittee’s recommendation of a nonpartisan board 
of prison governors, based upon a denunciation 
of the partisan spoils system as destructive of 


eystem. It provides that the. Governor shall 
eppoint three members of a board of four, two 
of whom shall belong to his party and one to 
the leading opposition party. The fourth is to 
be chosen by the State Board of Charities, the 
members of. which are appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. Thus the Governor under the measure 
would control three of the four members of the] 
board. 

The adoption of a prison reform bill of this 
Kind would convict the Democratic legislative 
majority of bald hypocrisy. It would be stupid 
hypocrisy because the sham would be manifest 
to all men. 


RIP VAN WINKLE LIONBERGEBR. 

After his twenty years’ sleep, Rip Van Winkle 
sadly deplored the changes in the village of Fall- 
ing Water. Like his prototype, Isaac H. Lion- 
berger grieves because “everything in St. Louis 
is eternally changing.” 

In his speech opposing the Parkway, Mr. Lion- 
berger declared fhat the central district in which 
the Parkway is to be located must be abandoned 
to the rats, the negroes and the poor. He said 
it was an outrage to reclaim “this blighted dis- 
trict of ramshackle derélicts.” 

The people who want the Central Parkway he 
called “crank faddists’” and added that St. Louis 
has been hounded by a lot of cranks who want to 
change things.

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SUBMARINE’S GREAT TEST. 

There is no suggestion that war vessels of the 
ordinary type will be employed on the blockade 
Germany has announced against certain ports of 
the Allies. Presumably they will remain in their 
places of security. The submarine is to maintain 
the blockade. 

England, of course, will not submit unresist- 
ingly to the destruction of merchant vessels 
bringing her food. The blockade will be opposed 
by all the power of the British navy. It will be 
submarine against dreadnought, against battle 
cruiser, against light cruiser, against torpedo 
poat. Most interesting of all, it will be subma- 
rine against submarine, for the British began the 
war with more of these craft than the Germans. 

What will be the outcome? Prediction is only 
conjecture. It will be only a few weeks before 
we shall know whether naval construction all 
over the wide world is to be revolutionized. On 
the day it is demonstrated that a submarine 
blockade can be made a success or even 4 partial 
success, most of the older types of ‘war vessels 
will become less important.

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THE DECLARATION OF LONDON. 

A reader, referring to the editorial, “The Pro- 
test aud the Law,” in the Post-Dispatch of Feb.

Pour over them a batter made 
of 1 egg, % cup sugar, 1 tablespoon- 
ful of melted butter, % cup sweet 
milk, 1 cup of flour in which sift 1 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Bake 
about % hour.

BILL TO PASS IT 


Fate of Measure Uncertain, but 
Determined Fight for It Con- 
tinues in Senate. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The fight 
over the amended Government ship pur- 
chase bill was renewed in the Senate 
today with the fate of the measure still 
uncertain. 


With a view to clearing up the sit- 
uation, the Democratic leaders were 
ready, when the Senate met, to make 
another effort to send the bill to con- 
ference for further amendment in order 
to win the support of recalcitrant Dem- 
ocrats and Progressive Republicans, who 
are not satisfied with the bill in its 
present form. The support of either 
faction is necessary to the passage of 
the measure. Unsuccessful attempts 
were made in the Senate yesterday to 
send the measure to conference. 
In renewing the attempt today, the 
Democratic leaders were ‘confronted 
with the prospect that the Repub- 
licans, who declared that the bill was 
dead, would insist upon consideration of 
the supply measures before they let up 
in their opposition to the shipping bill. 
Administration leaders believe they 
can find a way to take up the appro- 
priation bills in a day or so. 
One basis on which the Republicans 
and the Democrats were negotiating 
today was a proposal to send the 
ship bill to conference for 10 days, 
work on the 13 pending appropria- 
tion bills in the meanwhile, and then 
debate the ship bill for the remain- 
ing hours of the session. Republicans 
showed no intention } relax their 
filibuster if that plan Were followed. 
President Wilson has virtually decid- 
ed not to call an extra session of Con- 
gress» on March 6, no matter what the 
fate of the ship bill. No official an- 
nouncement of this intention was made 
but in congressional quarters it is well 
understood. 

Work was begun today on mapping 
out the details of the President's trip 
to the San Francisco Exposition. That 
was taken as added evidence that there 
would be no extra session. It was re- 
iterated at the White House that the 
President still was hopeful of getti 
the ship bill through at the present sa. 
sion.’
